It will be u nlawfu l, u nder the 
newly -adopted act, for any por­ 
tion of any priv ate pool to be 
closer than six feet to any ex ist­ 
ing property line. Empty ing or 
draining of priv ate pools into the 
borou gh storm sewer sy stem or 
into the streets is not permitted.

Crossfield, who will m ake the 
initial 
flight in 
the hypersonic 
X-15 Space Ship, w as strapped in 
the gondola of the centrifuge — 
the largest in the world. Inside the 


gondola was a reconstructed cock­ 
pit of the X-15. 


The gondola was on the end of 
a 50-foot arm , which extends from 
the centrifuge, and can be whirled 
around from a standing position to 
a speed of 180 miles per hour in 
seven seconds by the unit’s 4,000 
horse power electric motor.

An earthquake struck near the 
Alaska - Canadian border today 
and one fishing vessel was re 
ported sunk and another was be­ 
lieved mi.ssing. 
The quake touched off a tidal 
wave alert in Hawaii. 
The Coast Guard at Juneau said 
two unidentified survivors were 
taken aboard the fishing vessel 
Lumen when their boat, the Bad­ 
ger sank in Lituya Bay. The ves­ 
sel reported missing was the Sun- 
more. 


A Coast Guardspokesman said 
fishing boats in the bay, about 
50 miles northwest of Cape Spenc­ 
er, reported a glacier in the bay 
broke off during the earthquake 
causing a wave about 50 feet 
high. The Coast guard em pha­ 
sized, however, that the report 
had not yet been confirmed. 
A 93-foot rescue boat was dis­ 
patched from Juneau and the cut­ 
ter Sorrell was dispatched to the 
area. 
The quake was felt for about 
3 minutes at Yakutat and for 


about 2 minutes at Cape Spencer. 
It rattled Juneau but apparently 
caused no serious damage, ac 
cording to the Coast Guard. 
The alert also had extended to 
Guam, Midway, Kwajalein, Wake 
and Johnston islands. 
The survey said the quake orig 
inated about 4,800 miles from Ha­ 
waii, near Yakutak, which is lo­ 
cated near Sitka and the Kanai 
Mountain range, a short distance 
from Alaska's border with Can 
ada. 


Coast Guard stations along the 
Washington, Oregon and Califor 
nia coasts were on the watch for 
any unusual tidal action. At Long 
Beach, Calif., the Coast Guard 
said any such reaction would be 
expected about 7:30 a.m. e.d.t. 
However, there was no unusual 
activity at that time.

Permit Costs

regulating

size, construction and operation 
of 
private 
swimming 
pools 
in 
Morrisville has been given final 
approval 
by 
Morrisville* 
Bor­ 
ough Council. 


It is the first such swimming 
pool 
ordinance 
adopted 
iii 
the 
borough. 


Under 
the 
regulations, 
pool 
permits will cost $2 for the first 
$1,000 cost of 
construction and 
$1 
for every $1,000 or part of 
that amount thereafter. 


All private pools must be con­ 
structed so as 
to comply with 
the minimum setback and side­ 
walk requirements and all must 
be 
completely 
enclosed 
by 
a 
fence with a minimum height of 
four feet and with a maximum 
opening of nine inches. 


It will be unlawful, under the 
newly-adopted act, for any por­ 
tion of any private pool to be 
closer than six feet to any exist­ 
ing property line. Emptying or 
draining of private pools into the 
borough storm fewer system or 
into the streets is not permitted. 


Drain Into Sewers 


Water emptied or drained from 
pools must be emptied into the 
sewer system and the swimming 
pool owner will be obliged 
to 
install, 
at 
his 
own 
costs and 
under 
the 
supervision 
of 
the 
borough, a connection from tho 
pool into the sewer system. And 
all pools must be equipped with 
a filtration system sufficient to 
maintain 
the 
filtration 
of 
the 
water. 


Application forms for pools will 
be 
supplied 
by 
the 
borough. 
Violators of the new ordinance 
will be subject to a fine of $25 
for each violation.
